And as the minuteft Ac- 
tions of Princes are render'd material and confiderable by 
the Obfervations of all about them ; it were Pity, thofe 
of a fuperior Nature, where Piety and Religion are con- 
{picuoutly recommended, fhould ever want a Pen to pre- 
ferve the Memorial of them, equal with any of the Re- 
cords in the Tower. ‘The Honefty of the Intention mutt 
attone for the Prefumption, if it ould have the Misfor- 
tune to fall under fuch a Mifinterpretation ; and under 
that Sanftion 1 will venture to relate a Tranflation, in 
my Opinion, highly worthy Majetty itfelf. I was, not 
many Weeks ago, diverting myfelf, as I‘often do, in a 
Turn or two in the Phyfick Garden at Chelfea.* Itisa 
Pleafure to me, there to fee exotick Nature naturaliz’d to 
our colder Climate, and to find myfelf able, in two 
Hours Time, to aét the Botanift in both theJndies, which, 
befides the Perils and Dangers, would coit me many Years 
to do in their various Climates. I had not been long 
there, when an Alarm, fuitable to the grand Occafion, 
was given, That the firft in Rank of the Pair Sex, was 
ready to make her Entrance for’a Walk in the Garden. 
I decently flipp’d from my venerable Guide (for the Son, 
who had there fo happily digefted Nature, was unhappi 
ly abroad) and withdrawing into a private Walk, left him 
to receive his Royal Vifitant in the Province Fortune had 
plac’d him. The Diftance I withdrew to was fuch as to 
allow me to hear Sounds without Diftinétion of Words. 
However, after no very long Interval, the Lady having 
before pretty much fatigu’d herfelf, left the Garden, and 
me an Opportunity of rejoining my Silver-headed Com- 
anion.

*from them, that there may be fome Things, which, tho’ 
our finite Capacities may deny us the Fathoming, may 
yet be worthy a wife Man's Search into. Her Words 
carry'd the full Energy of a finifh’d Sermon; and her 
Humility was fuch a glorious Comment upon her Words, 
that the Reflection fetch’d Tears into the Eyes of my Re- 
lator; yet without any Appearance of having render’d it 
one Jot more irkfome to him to think of parting with 
Life. _Nay I could not, after all, avoid taking Notice of 
the Vivacity it had infpir'd into the good old Man; who 
feem’d now thoroughly prepar’d to fing his Nunc dimittis 
with Chearfulnefs.

muti be acknowledg’d to be avow'd Strangers to? Could 
this Strength of Faculty fo glorioufly evince itfelf, where 
Strength of Nature was near its Diffolution ; and where 
it muit be acknowledg'd, that all the Preparatives not 
only of Philofophy, but even thofe of a liberal Educa- 
tion were wanting to fupport it? Never pretend to offer, 
that it was from the Want or Defeét of thofe, that hi: 
ftrange Phenomenon arofe; or that Abfence of Mind, 
or Want of Thought, could be the Parent of fuch an 
heroick Refignation. Death and its Confequences was 
the Subject.——-A Subje& of no trifling Confideration, 
fince the Philofopher and Divine have too often been 
found there to read lefs initruétive Leétures than honefl 
Nature unarray'd in any tinfel Appenages. Befides it 
would be confider’d, that one added Year to him had been 
more than all the pait ninety; and yet our natural Philo- 
fopher declares, that even the very few Days, a poor 
Part of that Year, which might make up his numerous 
Years even, were out of his With; and lefs preferable 
than a quiet Diffolution. Or grant, that what thofe, we 
falfly call the Wits of the Age, would offer in bar to this 
Authority were true in the largeft Senfe, that his rea- 
foning Faculties might undergo a great Impair by Age, 
to which Want of Erudition could afford no great Ad- 
vantage ; and thence conclude his Acquiefcence had more 
in it of a Diftemper than a Virtue: Yet as his An{wers 
plainly fhow, that his Senfes were intire and firm; and 
as they carry along with them the ftrongeft Tokens of 
Integrity ; any Perfon, that will reafon, or think foberly, 
mult be compell’d to allow, that ina Man of his Years an 
Ounce of Integrity is abundantly to be preferr’d to Pounds 
of Erudition or oftentatious Literature. I know an M. D. 
in the World, not much fhort in Years, but, as he ima- 
gines, as much fuperior in Parts, who has reduc’d his co- 
gitative Faculties to the poor Shift of flattering him felf 
with Annihilation after Death. Under which vain Ex- 
peétation he fiddles away his laft precious Minutes, and 
under that Piece of paltry-fpirited Adulation expects to 
die, as he liv'd, out of the Knowledge or Notice of his 
Creator. The Martyrdoms of his Profeffion afford him 
not the leaft Compunétion; and every natural Refleéiion 
of any fuch Sort is ever put off by an unbecoming and 
every Way indecent Drollery. But I would appeal from 
that profound Member in the Common-wealth of Letters 
to every, or any Man, endu’d with common Senfe, whe- 
ther he or my not-learned Companion acts moft con- 
fiftently on the Rules of right Reafon. My Gardiner, 
it is pretty plain, had fix’d his Refolution and his Hope ; 
and perhaps the M. D. may finely anfwer, fo has he ; but 
whether the Man of pretended Literature, or my honeft 


termine; and in this Cafe, without troubling any of his 
exploded Affittances {or Subterfuges, as he calls them) of 
Revelation, Reafon will be allow’d a Judge competent. 
Over and above the conftant Enjoyments and Pleatures of 
a quiet Spirit, and undifcompos’d Mind here, my Com- 
panion, however unlearn’d, is fure at lait to be on an 
equal Foot with the learned M. D. in the Effects of his 
futil Perfuafions.

irrational Praétice we may guefs, that if Providence hod 
afforded the poor Animal Reafon he would have put it to 
better Ufe) how great will the Triumph of Integrity be 
over Literature! The one in a Reward equal to the Rea- 
fonablenefs of his Hope; the other hoping againft even not 
only Senfe and Reafon, but much below the Character of 
a human Creature, finding too late his vain and foolifh 
Expectation not barely difappointed, but perhaps attended 
with Circumftances of Horror diametrically oppofite to 
thofe of my honeft Companion, But to Jeave a Com- 
parifon, in which, in my humble Opinion, there is no 
Compare, I hope I fhall be pardon’d if I indulge mytel! 
in the Pleafure of ruminating a little on the Words of 
the Royal Vifitant. Senfible I am, that this Inftance of 
royal Humility, however fingular, can only be accounted

On the Niff Prius Side 40 Caufes were tried, among 
which was a Caufe between Mr. Langiey, a Proétor, 
laintiff, and Mr. Farley, a Printer of Exeter, Defen- 
dant, for inferting a {candalous Paragraph in his News- 
Paper, relating to a Murder the Plaintiff was tried and 
honourably acquitted of about four Years fince. The 
Trial lafted feveral Hours, and after many learned Argu- 
ments on both Sides, the Jury gave a Verdict for the 
Plaintiff with 20]. Damages. 
On Thurfday aft as a Man was leading a Horfe in a 
Cait down Katherine-Wcel-Yard, St. Fames's-/rect, 
fomething affrighting the Horfe, he ran away, threw 
the Man down, and the Cart running over his Head 
bruis’d him in fuch a Manner, that its thought he cannot 
furvive.

However, the Moors have rallied fince their Brufh with 
the Spanish Army, and do fe jarais and gall them 
every Duy by their Skirmifhes and Attacks, which do not 
always turn out tothe Advantage of the Spaniards, that 
it is thought they muft entrench, if they defign to main- 
tain their Camp. Thefe Fatigues, joined with the ex 
cefive Heats, and the Works with which the Soldiers are 
furcharged, have occafioned fo many Diftempers among 
them, that moft of the Mofques of Oran are turned into 
Hofpitals, and inflead of echoing Pater Nofers and Ave 
Maria’s, are filled with the Sighs and Groans of the fick 
ind maimed Soldiers. Thefe Advices add, in‘fine, that 
the Count de Montemar was fettling the Garrifons of Oran 
and Mazalquivir; atter which, he will return with his 
triumphant Fleet to the Court of Spain. Is it not fur 
prizing that the Knights of Ma/ta, thofe {worn Enemies 
to the Turks and Moors had not one Man of War or Gal 
ley in the Spanifh Fleet, to afit in fo pious an Expedition? 
It is true, there was no Need of them only for the Parade 
of the Zeal of the Order: That’s enough. Some will 
have it, that France advifed the Attack of Algiers inftead 
of Oran, and offered to block up the Port by Sea, if the 
Spaniards would befiege it on the Land-fide.
